REMINESCENCES OF RALEIGH.—Thir= 
ty years ago, to-day, W. W. Holden 
commenced the publication of the 
Standard, in the house on Fayetteville 
street opposite the Post Office, now oc- 


cupied by 8. D. Harrison. The Stan- 
dard then had 800 subscribers, weekly, 
and two columns of advertisements. 
The Raleigh Jegister, by Weston R. 
Gales, Esq., was at that time the Whig 
organ. The Legister was founded by 
Joseph Gales, Sr., the founder also of 
the National Intelligencer. . 

Raleigh contained at that time a pop- 
ulation of about 2,000. There were but 
few printers in the city—not more than 
six or seven journeymen. Since that 
time both the Register and Standard 
have ceased to exist, and the Jntelligen. 
cer has also gone out of existence, and 
given place to papers in Washington 
interior to it. . 
John M. Morehead, of Guilford, was 
Governor in 1843, Capitol Square had 
not been enclosed. The Legislature was 
so tardy about it,and so stingy of the 
people’s money phrase that had a 
peculiar charm in those days—that the 
Standard proposed a ten-rail fence, 
staked and ridered. Every public man 
who had mace his mark, as Governor 
Morehead certainly made his, had _ his 
‘pet name” by which his friends liked 
to call him. Governor M. was called 
“Eminent Practical Vigor.” It was pro- 
posed that a slip-gap be made in the 
aforesaid fence to accommodate our 
then venerable Secretary of State, Wil 
liam Hill, but that the Governor be re- 
quired to climb or jump the tence. At 
length, at the session of 1846, an appro- 
priation of $12,000 to enclose the Square 
passed the Commons by a majority of 
one, a Democratic member from Wake 
having voted for a small appropriation 
for the Burcombe Turnpike to induce 


John A. Fagg, of Buucombe, and Sam- 


uel Fiemming, of Yancey, to vote tor the 
Capitol Square appropriation. Luck. 
ily, the Democratic member reterred 
to, was not “read out of the party” for 
thus doing vioience to the Democratic 
plattorm, but he ran anarrow risk. The 
Square was enclosed during the admin- 
istration of Governor Graham. The 
iron railing was cast and put up by Si- 
las Burns, Esq , now of Chatham. 

Gen. Romulus M. Saunders, who sat 
first in the Legislature in 1816, from the 
county of Caswell, and who had the hon, 


or aiterwards to represent two different 


districts in Congress, removed to Ral- 


eigh about 1831, and on the 22d ot Feb- 


1832, be pronounced an oration in favor 
the day in the Presbyterian Church. 
Saunders and Morehead were opposing 


candidates tor Governor in 1840. But 


though differing in politics, they united 
in 1848 in urging internal improve- 
ments. They loved the good old Sta‘e 
better than party,and it was very large- 
ly owing to their efforts in 1848, 1849, 
and 1550, that the Ralegh & Gaston 
Railroad was rivived and placed ona 
permanent basis, and the Central Rail- 
road was built. The memories of these 
great men should be cher’shed by all 
our people. Their lives afford excellent 
examples for imitation to our young 
men. 

But the Central Railroad bill would 
not have beccme a law at the session of 
1848, but for the casting vote of Calvin 
Graves, Esq., of Caswell, then Speaker 
of the Senate. Mr. Graves still survives, 
“full of years and honors.” That act, 
the giving of the casting vote under the 
circumstances, was the noblest exercise 
of moral courage ever exhibited in the 
history of the State. A monument of 
nutive granite, suitably inscribed, ought 
to be erected at Company Shops to 
CALVIN GRAVES. Wemay give,in some 
future number, the scenes and incidents 
that marked the passage of the Central 
Railroad bili in 1848;

More of the Walworth Parricide. 


NEw York, June 4.—-A resident of 
Saratoga says that Mrs. Walworth, wife 
of the man killed yesterday by his son, 
was a Miss Nelly Hardin, daughter of 
Col. Hardin, of Kentucky, who was 
killed at the battle of Buena Vista. 
After the death of the Colonel, his wife 
went to Chancellor Walworth, father of 
the murdered man, to settle some con 
test about the estate of the late Colonel. 
It ended by the Chancellor marrying 
the widow. This naturally brought 
the daughter Nelly and Mansfield Tracy 
Walworth constantly together, and the 
result was, that they were mar- 
ried. In the course of years, Wal- 
worth began indulging in habitual 
intoxication and became brutal! in his 
treatment of his wife, and on some oc- 
casions struck her. This treatment con- 
tinued until the outbreak of the late 
war, when Walworth, through his 
sather, obtained a position in the State 
Department at Washington, and his 
ways were improved. It was soon dis- 
covered that Walworth was using the 
means his position furnished him with 
to give secret information to the Con- 
federate authorities of what was trans- 
piring inthe North. He was arrested 
and sent to the old Capitol prison, but 
was released through the influence of 
his father, and allowed to go to Sarato- 
ga, where he reported to the authorities 
every day till the close of the war. In 
the meantime the father died, leaving 
nothing to son or daughter-in-law, and 
the former resumed his old habits. His 
conduct at length became unbearable 
and Mrs. Walworth left him and short- 
ly procurcd a divorce. She obtained

attended on the murdered man, said 
that when he went up stairs to the 
room he found Mr. Walworth was not 
yet dead. He was lying on the floor 
with his head on the carpet and gaping. 
His pulse gave one or two pulsations 
when the Doctor took his arm in his 
hand, and then stopped completely. 
The blood was gushing trom the wound 
in his left breast and from his arm. He 
died in about a quarter of a minute 
aiter the Doctor went into the room. 
He was shortly after placed upon the 
bed, and the Doctor says that young 
Walworth, when he was brought into 
the room, reported the conversation be- 
tween himself and his father as tollows: 
Walworth, the son, standing before 
his father—‘* You have again written 
letters to my mother, threatening both 
her life and my own; will you solemnly 


again ?” 
Walworth, the father—“I do make 
that promise.” 
Walworth, the son—“You have also 
repeated the insult made to my mother; 
do you promise never to use insulting 
language to my mother again ?” 
Walworth, the father—“I do make 
such a promise.” 
Walworth, the son, drawing the re- 
volver and pointing it at his father, 
said: “You bave made that promise 
before, and Ido not believe you; you 
shall never have the opportunity of do- 
ing so again,” and then the firing took 
place without a moment’s interval of 
hesitation.

The Cholera in Memphis. 


MEmpPuIs, June 4.—For the past ten 
days a disease has prevailed here which 
at first the physicians pronounced chol- 
era morbus or malarial fever, but no 
alarm was felt until yesterday, when the 
physicians generally agreed that it was 
cholera, some classing 1t as “ sporadic ” 
and others as “Asiatic.” Its ravages 
have been confined chiefly to negroes 
and the laboring classes, and in the ab- 
sence of an organized Board of Health 
it is difficult to estimate the fatal cases. 
Doctors say the disease, if promptly at- 
tended, yields readily to treatment. 
Among the latest victims was George 
Monroe, of the Memphis and Louisville 
Transfer Company, who died last night. 
Reports from the towns below here 
on the river, says that the disease pre- 
vails there also. 

Jack Radley, an engineer on the Mis- 
Sissippi and Tennessee road, was mur- 
dered at Hernando, Miss., by J. C. La- 
tier (road master of the road) who was 
captured and imprisoned.

Desperadoes at Work In Texas—Se- 
rious Damage to Crops by Hail 
and Flood. 
New York, June 4.—A special from 
Houston, Texas says a band of armed 
desperadoes surrounded the jail at Wal- 
co,, Texas,last night and after the seizure 
of the keeper of the prison and locking 
them up, liberated the prisoners, 
twelve in fnumber, several of them 
notorious characters. The same dis- 
patch says that thelate frequent and 
heavy rains have completeiy flooded 
the country, causing great damage to 
the growing corn and cotton crops. 
Many ;parts or the State have been 
visited by the most severe hail storms 
ever known there, entirely destroying 
the growing crops. Rivers and creeks 
are very high and there are prospects of 
continued rain. 


Washington News. 

WASHINGTON, June 4 —The Cabinet 
had another consultation over the Civil 
Service. There were no definite results. 
Among the suggestions is one, that 
where merit permits,to distribute oflices 
equally among all sections. 

Persons who sell tobacco on railroad 
trains must pay special tax. 

Congressman Sheats, Congressman at 
large from Alabama, is very sick. 


The Postmaster General has ordered a 
free delivery and ‘appointed the neces-« 
sary carriers. The order goes into effect 
the 1st of July in Charleston, South 
Carolina, Atlanta, Savannah, Georgia, 
and Mobile, Alabama. 

The Court of Claims to-day rendered 
decisions of general interest and very 
great‘importance. In the case of Wm. A. 
Haycroft, vs.United States,which is pre- 
cisely identical in principle and condi- 
tions of fact with the weli known El- 
mira J. Kelly case, likewise pending. 
The Messrs. Haycroft’s suit was brought 
July 30th, 1872, for proceeds of certain 
gotton seized and by agents of the 
United States government. The captured 
aud abandoned property act limited 
the time within which suit should be 
brought tor proceeds of such seizures 
two years from the date of the termina- 
tion ofthe rebellion or fixed by the 
Presidential proclamation of August 
20th, 1866. 

The Supreme Court decides that the 
amnesty proclamation of December 
25th, 1868, relieved all persons in the 
Southarn States from oovligation to 
prove their loyalty in the 
Court of Claims, and Haycroft in 
filing his claimin 1872 contended 
that in consequence of the said amnesty 
proclamation and decision of the 
Supreme Court dis'oyal cotton claimants 
like himself hada right to commence 
their suits at any time within six years 
after the date of the proclamation. of 
December 25th, 1868, under the general 
limitations applicable to suits brought 
in this court, for the reason that he had 
no standing in the court prior to the 
issuance of said amnesty proclamation, 
and that his cause of action accrued at 
that date, although his property was 
taken in 1863. The Attorney General 
filed a plea to the jurisdiction, on the 
ground that all suits for cotton 
were required to be brought within the 
two vears limitation of the Captured 
and Abandoned Property act. Bartly 
and Casey, counsel for claimant, demur- 
red, and the court to-day overruled the 
demurrer, and sustained the plea to the 
jurisdiction. The counsel for claimant 
then appealed tothe Supreme Court. 
This decision, if sustained by the 


| 


Supreme Court, will bar and exclude 


claims for proceeds of cotton to the 
amount of about fifteen million of dol- 
lars. In the case of Chas. Hill, an alien 
subject of Great Bntain, claiming pro- 
ceeds of certain cotton captured fom 
his factors by the United States military 
forces, Hill having resided in England 
during the entire period of the rebel- 
lion,the court decided that the presump- 
tion in favor of his having preserved 
his neutrality, is not overthrown by the 
proof of the mere act that he was in- 
terested in and subscribed money to 
certain adventures for running the block- 
ade. These adventures, the court say, 
may never have been put afloat, or if 
they were, may never have reached the 
seat of the blockade. It is therefore 
held to be necessary to show, not only 
the purpose to give aid and comfort to 
the rebels, but the fact that the aid and 
comfort was given. This fact not being 
proved, judgment is given for the claim- 
apt. 
In the case of Warren R. Dent, the 
court decided that a proportion of the 
proceeds of captured cotton, paid by 
the Government to an informer, could 
not now be recovered from the United 
States. This decision being based — 
the general principle of the statute 
claimants can recover no more that the 
net proceeds paid into the U. 8. Treas- 
ury. 
An important decision was also ren- 
dered in the case ot Walter D. Spratt, 
of Mississippi, to the effect that the 
claimants who purchased cotton from 
agents of the Confederate Government, 
knowing at the time that the proceeds 
were to be used in the prosecution of 
{he war against the federal governmen 
acquired no title to their purchases ap 
therefore have no right of action against 
the United States for subsequent capture 
and sale of such cotton, , 
This decision governs and excludes 
claims tothe amount of about three 
millions of dollars. An appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court. The Court 
ot Claims: made an order referring to 
what are known as_ the Vicksburg cotu 
ton cases,involving the proceeds of some 
900 bales, to Eben Evelith, of Washing- 
ton City, as special commissioner . to 
disentangle the complicated questiogs of 
ownership, &c., and report at they next 
term, and then adjourned until the 
third Monday of next October.

orrible Murder of Two Ladies in 
County, Va.-—A Sabe 


bath Slaughter. 

The following correspondence in the 
Norfolk Journal gives the particulars of 
a most borribie and brutal murder of 
two highly respectable ladies, which oc- 
curred near Suffolk on Sunday morning 
last, and of which a brief statement was 
given in our telegraphic columns 60 
Tuesday. Says the correspondence : 


“Our usually quict community was 
thrown into the greatest excitement yes- 
terday, (Sunday,) at the close of the 
morning services at the churches by the 
report of a courier who dashed into 
town and stated that aterrible murder 
had been committed at the residence ot 
Dempsey Jones, a most worthy and res- 

table citizen, living about nine miles 

m here. A large number of citizens 
aimed themselves and set out at once for 
the scene for the purpose, if possible, 
of arresting the rerpetrators. 

Mr. Jones left home early Sunday 
morning for a sbort trip to North Caro- 
lina, the State lin2 being very near his 
residence At half past S his three 
daughters, most interesting young 
ladies, the youngest being scarcely fifteen 
years old, left home to attend Sunday 
school at Cypress Chapel Church, distant 
half a mile trom the bouse and in full 
view, leaving Mrs. Jones, their mother, 
and Mrs. Dozier, their aunt, alone on 
the premises. Captain Jethro B. Rid- 
dick leaves immediately on the road 
leading to the Church, and not more 
than three bhucdred yards from Mr. 
Jones’ place. The services of the Sun- 
day schoo! lasted until about 11 o'clock, 
when, there being no preaching, the 
young ladies retursed home. 

Arriving at the house they were some- 
what surprised to find the front and end 
doors fastened a3 they were usually kept 
opened. Going around to the back 
door, which was found unfastened, they 
entered, and on reaching the dining 
room a horrible spectacie was presented 
to view. Extended tul! length on the 
floor, side by side, stiff and cold in 
death, lay the forms of their mother and 
aunt, the blood standing in pools on the 
floor and spattered on the ceiling. Mrs. 
Jones had been despatched by a Llow 
on the side of the head which broke tie 
skull. Mrs. Dozier had received a 

hastly wound above the left eye, laying 

the bone, ber left hand was broken 
and the arm badly bruised, showing 
that she had tried to ward off the 
blows of the assassin, while the back of 
ber head was beaten to a _ jelly. 
A bureau drawer, in an adjoining room” 
was foand broken open, and a chamber 
up stairs had been rifled, but articles of 
value left ecattered around, showing 
tha: the villains were in great haste. 
The screams of the children soon at- 
tracted the neighbors, and in a short 
time a crowd had assembied, ready to 
assist in any way in looking up the 
guilty parties, but up to the present no 
positive evidence has been obtained as 
to their identity.
